Beginning the iast seven days’ period 
of its existence, the house of represen- 
tatives will this morning pass into the 
hands of the rules committee, whose 
authority, henceforth until final ad- 
journment next Wednesday, will be 
akin to absolute. The committee has 
been called for an important meeting 
at 9 o'clock this morning, to map out 
a course of procedure. 

Today will be devoted almost ex- 
clusively to senate bills, and previously 
set for tomorrow as special and con- 
tinuing orders are the ,Peach\_county 
bill—by vote of Wednesday=—which bill 
is up for passage for the first time, 
and the Treutien county measure, once 
defeated. As unfinished business from 
Wednesday morning, the court proce- 
dure bill is first on the calendar for 
today. By vote of Wednesday, too, the 
appropriation bill for the Fifth District 
Agricultural school will be reconsideree 
today. 

The passing of a bill to appropriate 
$200,000 for the state sanitarium at Mil- 
ledgeville; the Swift Western and At- 
lantic bill, to abrogate the contract of 
1879, whereby the Cineinnati Southern 
railroad was authorized to use the W. 
& A. right-of-way between Boyce and 
Chattanooga, Tenn.; the defeat in its 
efitirety of an appropriation Dill giv- 
ing the military department $15,456.96 
to clear away an alleged deficit for 1915 
and $15,000 for 1916 expenses; the defeat 
of a bill appropriating $3,000 for a li- 
brary building for the Georgia School 
of Technology, and of a joint résolu- 
tion under which the house would count 
next Sunday as a dies non and carry 
the session through Thursday, tells in 
epitome the story of Wednesday after-

Jones Makes Fine Record. 


Representative Garland Jones, of 
Coweta, a candidate for the speaker- 
ship of the next house, occupied the 
chair during most of the afternoon’s 
session, and he acquitted himself in 
such a manner as to inspire confidence 
in his ability to fill the position should 
be be elected to it. During the con- 
sideration of sanitarium bill members 
attempted a parliamentary filibuster, 
and sought to confuse the speaker, but 
Mr. Jones was equal to every emergen- 
cy and rose to the requirements with 
such aptitude and precision that the 
effort was short-lived, and businesg 
proceeded upon its even tenor. 

Opening the debate on the bill, Full- 
bright, of Burke, chairman of the ap- 
propriations committee, explained the 
measure briefly, and told why the com- 
mittee cut the appropriation from its 
original $300,000 proportions to $200,- 
000. The trustees wanted, he said, 
$525,000 to meet the institution’s needs, 
and he said that he personally, in view 
of the depleted condition of the treas- 
ury, had favored making it $150,000, 
one-half to be made available next Jan- 
uary 1 and the remainder on January 
1, 1918. He was for the bill, however, 
at it was reported. 

_Shuptrine, of Chatham, attacked the 
measure—-rather the manner in which 
the institution is alleged as being con- 
ducted. He said that’ the legislature 
“must do something drastic, which de- 
feating this bill would be, in order to 
bring about a thorough cleaning out 
down there.”

And we are 
asked to appropriate money with which 
to.feed and house that class of humani- 
ty in an institution intended only for 
the poor, unfortunate insane wards of 
the state. Gentlemen, I know what I 
am talking about; and I know that—” 

Here Anderson, of Jenkins, inter- 
rupted to caution Shuptrine that ‘that 
is a mighty serious charge the gentle- 
man is making.” 

“Indeed, I know it is,” retorted the 
Chatham representative, “but I know 
that worthy, insane unfortunate women 
and men are being deprived of decent 
care and attention and quarters dowh 
there just because there igs not room 
for them—because they are crowded 
out by bums, and people sent there for 
some other and foreign reason. The 
management may not be to blame—I 
am not charging that—but the condi- 
tion is there, gentlemen, and it will be 
there so long as we keep appropriating 
money to support it and until we cali 
a halt and make an investigation and 
find out what we are doing.” 

Knight, of Berrien, supported Shup- 
trine in fighting the bill, and for the 
same reasons, and he declared that “the 
institution ought to be investigated.” 

Wohlwender, of Muscogee, spoke in 
similar vein, and suggested that but 
for the lateness of the session he wuold 
move for the appointment-of a special 
investigating committee to inspect the 
institution.

GOVERNMENT TO FIGHT 


State Health Authorities Ask- 
ed to Send Representatives 
to Conference. 


Washington, August 9.—Persistency 
of infantile paralysis in spite of all 
efforts of state and federal officials 
caused the federal public health service 


today to request state health authori-% 


ties throughout the country to send 
representatives to a conference here 
August 17 to discuss means for prevent- 
ing a further spread of the disease. 

Although officials insisted that there 
was no occasion for panic over the epi- 
demic in New York and other eastern 
states, it was understood they had been 
aroused to the necessity of a determined 
and organized fight against it. 

Plans for closer co-operation will be 
worked out at the conference here and 
a prominent place will be given to dis- 
cussion of methods of treatment. 

It was said the meeting had not been 
called because there was any fear of 
a country-wide epidemic, but authori- 
ties from all the states had been in- 
vited because that was customary in 
the frequent conferences called by the 
service to discuss such subjects. 

The service has col éd a mass of 
information on the prevalence of pa- 
ralysis, much of it coming from its own 
physicians already assigned to work 
with state authorities in eastern states, 
and service officials have watched the 
situation very closely. They empha- 
sized tonight that™everything possible 
was being done with the means at 
hand. It is known, however, that some 
puzzling features of the present out- 
break have been discovered, and the 
service is anxious to get the benefit 
of a wide range of scientific skill and 
to draw on the experiences of health 
authorities in all sections for guid- 
ance in treatment. 


New York, August 9.—Methods of se- 
rum treatment in cases of infantile pa- 
ralysis based on scientific principles 
and from which beneficial results have 
been obtained, were outlined tonight 
by Dr. Haven Emerson, city health 
commissioner. 

One of these methods, the commis- 
sioner stated, consists of using the 
fluid withdrawn by spinal puncture 
and reinjected subcutaneously or intra- 
muscularly into the same patient. An- 
other method is spinal injections of 
blood serum derived from persons who 
have recovered from the disease. 

The new high record of 57 deaths to- 
day resulted in a decision to postpone 
the opening of the public schools set 
for September 11.

GREAT RAIL STRIKE 


If Mediators Fail to Adjust 
Differences President Wil- 
son Will Be Asked to Use 
His Personal Efforts. 


New York, August 9.—If the United 


‘isaeaa board of mediation and concili- 


ation, which was called in today, fails 
to adjust the differences between the 
railroads of the country and their 400,- 
000 employees, President Wilson will be 
asked to use his personal efforts to

prevent a general strike. This state- 
ment was made today by a representa- 
tive of the railroad managers, who 
have been negotiating with the men 
since June 1 for a peaceful settlement. 

Late tonight efforts of the federal 
mediators to ibring the contending fac- 
tions together were well under way. 
Six hours after the rallroad managers 
had served notice on the men that they 
would not withdraw their formal re- 
jection of the workers’ demands and 
had proposed federal mediation, the me- 
diators and the managers were closet- 
ed in secret session. Mediation was 
suggested in Meu of arbitration under 
the Newlands act or by the interstate 
commerce commission, proposals which 
had been rejected by the brotherhoods. 

Roads Out#ine Position. 

What was discussed at the confer- 
ence could not be divulged under me- 
diation rules, but it was understood 
that the railraad representatives out- 
lined their position, and indicated how 
far they were willing to go in meeting 
the demands of the men. It was re- 
ported that the railroads stood stead- 
fastly for the main feature of their 
“contingent proposition,’’ made at the 
June conference, which conceded the 
shorter day, but eliminated double 
compensation for different classes of 
services during the same work day.

Sisted by three exp€@ris on rates and 
wages, J. W. Higgins, former secre- 
tary of the Association of Western 
Railroads; G@. G. Walber, secretary of 
the bureau of information of the 
eastern railroads, and St. Charles P.

To Hear Employees. 

Tomorrow, it was announced by G.

Realizing the serious situation 
which would confront the country 
should a strike occur, it is understood 
the president is ready to exercise al] 
the authority he possesses to bring the

LAST GERMAN NOTE 
ON Tit LUSHANIA 


To Be Published by United 
States — Germany Recog- 
nizes Liability and Prom- 
ises to Pay Indemnity. 


Washington, August 9—The United 
States has asked for and _ received 
permission from Germany to publish 
as a formal document the last note in 
the Lusitania case, in which Germany 
“recognizes liability,” promised to 
make reparation by the payment of in- 
demnity, gives assurances for the fu- 
ture and declares that reprisals, such 
as ruthless submarine operations, 
must not be directed at other than 
enemy subjects. 

The note was submitted by Count 


Bernstorff nearly six months ago and 
the state department's intention to 
publish it is believed to indicate its 
acceptance, 

Acting Secretary Polk declined to- 
day to discuss plans of the United 
States in regard to the Lusitania case 
or to disclose when the document will 
be given out. The communication, 
dated February 16 last, deals only with 
the principles involved and does not 
mention the amount of indemnity Ger- 
many is to pay or how or when the 
amount will be agreed upon. 

No Discussion of Indemnity. 

Until now there has been absolute- 
ly no discussion ‘between Count von 
Bernstorff and:the state department 
or between Ambassador Gerard and 
the Berlin foreign office in regard to 
the question of indemnity. The Ger- 
man government is represented as 
feeling that, having signified its wil- 
lingness to make reparation,’ the 
United @States must make the next 
move toward securing it. 

The communication when submitted 
by Count von Bernstorff was regard- 
ed as being tentative and the United 
States refrained from accepting it be- 
cause of the declaration by the central 
powers of their intention to treat as 
warships armed merchant ships of the 
entente allies. During the discussion 
of this declaration and the negotia- 
tions over the attacks on the channe! 
steamer Sussex and other vessels car- 
rying American citizens, the communi- 
cation, which stands as Germany’s 
formal reply to «he last American 
Lusitania note._hae—iaid tr the state 
department unacted upon. 

Having secured further assurances 
regarding the conduct of submarine, 
warfare at the time of the negotia- 
tions over ghe Sussex disaster, the, 
state department decided to await de-'! 
velopments, principally with the idea 
of determining how Germany's assur- 
ances would be ob erved. 

It has keen indicated by officials of |! 
the department recently that it ap- 
parently being evident that Germany | 
was living up to her promises, the! 
Lusitania note, the wording of which 
occupied much of the time of Secre- 
tary Lansing and Count von Bernstorff 
over a period of many weeks, should 
be published. The Berlin foreign 
office offered no objection. 

Hundreds of Lusitania Claims, 

Hundreds of claims for *lives and 
property lost on the Lusitania are on 
file in the state department. Heirs of | 
victims have filed claims ranging from | 
$5,000 to $31,000,000 each. The total of | 
the claim on file and dexails regarding | 
them are being withheld. 

A belief prevails in official and! 
diplomatic quarters that the amount | 
of the indemnity eventually will 
determined by a commission, which 
may not arrive at conclusions until : 
after the war, unless meanwhile Ger- | 
many should offer a lump sum. The | 
skate department has not yet deter- | 
mined whether a certain sum shall be! 
paid to the heirs of each victim or'| 
whether, as is the case under common |! 
law, the remuneration shall be based ' 
upon earning capacity of the individ- 
ual and the value of his life to his 
heirs. 

The note ending the negotiations 
over the principles, signed by Coun) 
von Bernstorff, opens by referring to: 
the formal assurances given by Ger- 
many last September that submarines 
would not sink unresisting liners 
without proper warning and regard 
for the safety of life aboard. It re- 
fers to the long-standing friendly re- 
lakions between the United States and 
Germany and asserts that the instruc- 
tions to submarine commanders were 
so definite as to permit of no misun- 
derstanding. It then says that the 
warfare around the British Isles wag 
in reprisal for whas is termed the “in- 
humane and illegal” blockade meas- 
ures of Great Britain to starve the 
central powers into submission. 

Germany, “recognizing liability,’ 
promises to pay indemnity for the 
American lives lost and expressed 
“profound regret’ for their death. The 
note says that reprisals should nct be 
directed at other than enemy subjects, 
and that the killing of American citi- 
zens was unintentional. In the last 
portion of the document, which is 
about 300 words long, Germany ex- 
presses readiness to co-operate with 
the United States in any effort look- 
ing toward freedom of the seas. 

Diplomats friendly to the central 
powers regard news dispatches from 
Germany intimating that a ruthless 
submarine warfare was about to be 
resumed as without foundation. Con- 
fidential advices from Berlin are un- 
derstood to have made it clear that 
the probability of the Von Tirpits ele- 
ment returning to power was remote. 


MANY SHIPS SUNK 
BY GERMAN SUBMARINE 


London, August 9.—An official dis- 
patch from Berlin, according to Reu- 
ter’s Amsterdam correspondent, says 
that between July 31 and August 5 one 
German submarine sank in the North 
sea thirteen British steam trawlers 
and one British government coal 
steamer.

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Charleston, W. Va, August 9.—A 
cloudburst swept the Cabin creek and 
Coal river valleys today, spreading 
devastation throughout the _ district. 
Advices tonight were meager, owtng to 
interrupted wire and rai] communica- 
tion, but various reports estimated the 
loss of life at from 11 to 150 persons. 
The property damage was placed at 
not less than one million dollars. 

Two companies of the West Vir- 
ginia National Guard encamped at 
Kanawha City tonight were ordered to 
the flood zone with tents and supplies 
by Governor Hatfield. Relief train‘’s 
were being. made up here. 

Scores of Houses Gone. 

Eleven bodies have been recovered, 
three at Cabin Creek junction and 
eight at Dry Branch. 

Scores of houses were swept down 
the two streams. More than thirty 
buildings were counted passing one 
point in Cabin creek today. Many of 
them crashed into the piers of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad bridge, 
which had been wa'shed out, and were 
demolished. 

Late today a boy was seen on top of 
one of the houses. An effort to rescue 
him @ailed and he disappeared in the 
water. 

A large bridge on the line of the 
Charleston Interurban Raifroad com- 
pany was washed away near Cabin 
Creek junction. 

The damage to railroads, coal, 
and gas properties was heavy. 

Two passenger trains, one of which 
is a Sunday school excursion train car- 
rying 300 persons, were marooned near 
St. Albans, and efforts to reach them 
failed. 

Governor Hatfield returned tonight 
from Huntington, where he had gone 

attend the republican state conven- 
tion tomorrow, and will take charge 
of the relief work. 

Looting Is Reported. 

Looting began tonight at the south 
of Cabin creek, where forty of fifty 
ruined houses were dashed to pieces. 

A telephone message from Cabin 
creek tonight said the rescuers had 
been able to penetrate as far as Miami, 
six miles from the mouth of the creek. 

Everything up to that point was in 
ruins and the situation was growing 
worse as the workers advanced to- 
ward the headwaters. The town af 
Acme was the scene of the worst de- 
struction and loss of life. Other towns 
known to have been practically de- 
on this creek were Rondy, 
Sharon, Dawes, Kayford and 
Eskdale. 

Seven families were missing at Esk- 
dale. 

Information received at the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio offices here tonight in- 
dicated that conditions on Coal river 
were little, if any, better than those 
on Cabin creek. Indirect communica- 
Madison indicated great 
damage, but no loss of life

there. 

A local freight train on the Coal 
river division of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio was washed away. Members of 
the crew saved their lives by swim- 
ming to higher ground.

Ry the Capture of Gorizia 
the Italians Have Secured 
Key to Austrian Defense 
an 1sonzo Front and Open- 
ed Road to the Great Aus- 
trian Port of Triest. 
FURTHER GAINS MADE 
BY RUSSIAN FORCES 
IN EASTERN GALICIA 


One of the Czar’s Armies Is 
in Eight Miles of Stanislau, 
Through Which the Rail- 
road Leads to Lemberg. 
On the Western Front the 
French and British Con- 
tinue to Push Back Ger- 
mans North of the Somme. 


London, August 9.—The vigorous of- 
fensive of the entente allies on the 
French, Galician and Italian fronts is 
still being rewarded with important 
successes. In Austria the Italians have 
captured the city of Gorizia, 22 miles 
northwest of Triest; in Galicia the Rus- 
sians, in quest of Lemberg, have fur- 
ther carried out their endeavors toward 
the capture of Stanislau from the Aus- 
tro-Germans, while in France the 
French and British forces in the Somme 
region have attacked and won addi- 
tional points of vantage from the Ger- 
mans. 

The capture of Gorizia by the Ital- 
ians seemingly is as important a 8 a\p 
iby the entente allies as has yet been 
attained in their present synchronous 
offensive, the city being the door 
through which the Italians May now 
pass in an endeavor to carry out their 
long cherished idea of capturing Trie.jt, 
Austria’s big seaport at the head of 
the Adriatic sea. 

in the fall of Gorizia, in which Rome 
gays the Austrians were <¢ompletely 
routed, the Italians inflicted heavy Ccas- 
ualties on its defenders, took more 
than 10,000 men prisoner and captured 
considerable quantities of war requi- 
sites. 


RUSSIANS NEAR 
LO STANISLAU. 

he Russian general, Letchitzky, has 
driven his wedge further into the Aus- 
tro-German line near Stanislau, cap- 
turing eight miles east of that impur- 
tant city through which the railroad 
leads to Lemberg the town of Tys- 
mienitsa. Northeast of Tysmienitsa the 
Russians have crvussed the right bank 
of the Koropice river and captured a 
number of important positions west or 
Velesnioup and southward along the 
Nizniofft-+Monasterseyka railroad, mak- 
ing the Russian menace against Halicz 
greater. To the south of Tysmienitsa 
the dussians have reached to Stvko- 
voheia, 

Berlin admits the retirement of the 
Austro-Germans behind the Nizniolff- 
Tysmienitsa-Ottynia line, but says that 
in the Carpathian region heights held 
by the Kussians near Jablonitsa and 
Vorocht, and west of Tararov were 
captured by the Germans, and that 
strong Russian attacks in the Delatyn 
district were repulsed.

AUSTRIANS FLEE 
BEFORE ITALIANS. 


London, August %.— The Austrians, 
pursued by Italian cavalry, have aban- 
doned nearly all their principal posi- 
tions on the Isonzo and Carso fronts, 
following the taking of the Gorizia 


bridgehead by the Italians, according 


to a wireless dispatch from Rome this 
afternoon. 

Officials here confirm news dispatches 
to the effect that Gorizia is entirely in 
the hands of the Italians, who captur- 
ed 10,000 Austrians. 

Gorizia, with its bridgehead, has 
been the principal obstacle to the 
Italians in their efforts to cross the 
Isonzo river and advance upon Triest, 
22 miles to the southeast. The city’s 
defenses were considered perhaps the 
= + rte of any in the European war

Gorizia had a population of about 
80,000. It is an important railway junc- 
tion point, and with its surrounding 
eminences has been considered the key 
to the entire situation in the Isonzo 
district. 


ITALIANS OCCUPY 
CITY OF GORIZIA. 


Rome, August 9.—(Via London.)— 
Italian troops have crossed the Isonzo 
in vicinity of Gorizia and consolidated 
the further bank, the war office an- 
nounced today. . Occupation of the 
heights west of Gorizia has been com- 
pleted. Italian cavalry is pursuing the 
Austrians beyond the river. 

Italian troops entered the Austrian 
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city of Gorizia this morning, the war 
office announced today. 

Thus far 10,000 Austrians have been 
captured. 3 

The successes won by the Italians on 
the Isonzo front are regarded in Rome 
as marking merely the beginning of 
the new campaign. Although the news 


‘is received with great satisfaction, it 


had been long expected and no sur- 
prise is expressed, nor have there been 
any unusual public demonstrations. The 
attack was to have been inaugurated 
earlier in the summer, but was delayed 
by the Austrian offensive. 

The official statement says: 

“This morning our troops entered 
the town of Gorizia. 

“Yesterday morning in the Gorizia 
area after intense artillery prepara- 
tion, our infantry completed occupa- 
tion of the heights west of the town, 
driving out the last remaining hostiie 
detachments. Trenches and dugouts 
were found full of the bodies of Aus- 
trian soldiers. The enemy, completely 
routed, had left large quantities of 
arms, ammunition and material. 

“At nightfall detachments of the Ca- 
Sale and Pavlia bridges crossed the 
Isonzo and consoldiated themselves on 
the left bank. A column of cavalry 
and Bersaglieri cyclists promptly 
launched a pursuit of the enemy be- 
yond the river. In the meantime our 
engineers were throwing new bridges 
across the river and repairing those 
damaged by the enemy. 

“On Carso plateau our troops re- 
pulsed several counter attacks on the 
summit of Monte San Michele and cap- 
tured more trenches in the neighbor- 
hood of the village of San Martino. 

“Up to the present time we have tak- 
en about 10,000 prisoners. More are 
coming in. The exact quantity of ma- 
terial taken by us has not yet been 
ascertained, but it is very considerable.’ 
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MENACE VIENNA. 


Paris, August 9.—A Havas dispatch 
from Rome says that Italian cavalry is 
pursuing the retreating Austrians from 


}Gorizia, and that the success of the 


Italians has created an immense im- 
pression throughout the country. Rome 
Florence, Bologna and Milan are decked 
with flags and. demonstrations are be- 
ing held by great throngs.

DRAMATIC. DEATH 
OF ITALIAN LEADER. 


Paris, August 9.—The dramatic death 
of the commander of the Italian troops 
that stormed the Austrian second line 
trenches on Monte San Nichele is de- 
scribed in a dispatch to The Petit Paris- 
ien from its correspondent on the Ital- 
ian front. The dispatch says: 

“The enemy offered their most in- 
tense resistance at the second line 
trenches on Monte San Michele. Our 
men dashed forward at a run to find 
one trench still protected by wire en- 
tanglements. The commander of the at- 
tacking battalion said: ‘Boys, we've got 
to pass.’ Taking a hatchet, he cut a 
passage through the wire calmly and 
deliberately. Just as he Completed his 
task he fell into the arms of the sol- 
diers, shot through the heart. But the 
breach had been made and the Italians 
Aad through into the Austrian 
ines.” 


VIENNA ADMITS 
LOSS OF GORIZIA. 


Vienna, August 9.—(Via London.)— 
The official communication issued from 
general headquarters today reads: 
“Italian Theater: A few detachments 
of the enemy have reached the town of 
Gorizia.”’ 


EPPELINS MAKE RAID 
UN ENGLISH EAST COAST 


Two Women, Three Children 
and One Man Killed—No 
Military Damage Done. 


London, August 9.—German airships 
raided the east coast of England and 
the southeast coast of Scotland early 
today, according to an official state- 
met issued by the war office. 

From seven to ten Zeppelins took part 
in the raid. About 100 bombs were 
dropped and twenty-three casualties 
were caused. 

The statement follows: 

“The eastern coast of the United 
Kingdom was raided by hostile air- 
ships this morning between 12:30 and 
2:30 o'clock. The east and northeast 
coast districts were visited by raiders 
at widely distant points more or less 
simultaneously. The attack was car- 
ried out by the enemy by single ships 
or by pairs of ships. Independent ob- 
servers of the raiders estimate their 
numbers variously at between seven 
and en. 

“None of the airships ventured more 
than a few miles inland except in the 
extreme north. The attack seems to 
have been solely directed against towns 
situated on the coast. Indiscriminate 
destruction of property seems to have 
been the main object of the raid. Anti- 
aircraft guns came into action at four 
places and seem to have been suc- 
cessful in nearly every case in driving 
off the raiders. One raider was pur- 
sued several miles to sea by one naval 
aeroplane. 

“In view of the action of the guns 
and the apparent uncertainty of the 
movement of the airships it is not sur- 
prising that the enemy failed to at- 
tain his end. 

“The bombs mostly fell wide of the 
center of population. Exception must 
be made in the case of one northeast- 
ern town, where the following casual- 
ties have been reported: One man 
died of shock, two women and three 
children were killed and four men, 
five women and three children were 
injured. Inanother northeastern town 
one man, one woman and three boys 
| were injured. The total damage 
amounts to four houses partly burned 
numerous windowe broken in several 
different towns and villages, 50 feet 
of railway torn up, one horse killed 
and some lesser insignificant damage. 
None of the damage was of tHe-slight- 
est military importance. 

“About one hundred high explosive 
bombs and over sixty incendiary bombs 
have been traced. The enemy prob- 
ably disposed of more bombs,.as sev- 
oral were heard exploding on impact 
in sea and others fell on waste land. 
None of these included in the above 
figures.” 


BIG ARMY MEASURE 
SENT TO PRESIDENT 


Washington, August 9.—Congress 
carried national defense legislation an- 
other step forward today by finally 
perfecting the army bill. Only perfec- 
tion of the navy bill now remains for 
completion of the program, behind 
which President Wilson has put the 
full force of the administration to de- 
feat attempts at reductions. 

Although the senate conferees per- 
mitted the house to reduce the total 
appropriations of the army bill some 
$46,000,000 for the senate figures, it 
carries $85,000,000 more than it did as 
the house oa? passed it and to- 
tals $267,597,000.

CLOSING ON TEUTONS 


‘Karly Fall of Stanislau and 


Halicz Seem Certain--Aus- 
tro-Germans Will Have to 
Quit the Tarnopol Line. 


London, August 9.—A~ dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram company from Pe- 
trograd says the Russian advance 
guard moved westward'in the direc- 
tion of Stanislau after the ocoupation 
of Tysmienitsa. 


Petrograd, August $.—(Via London.) 
General Letchitzky’s capture of Tys- 
mienitsa, Galicia, seems to make al- 
most certain the early fall of Stanislau 
and Halicz and to bring nearer the re- 
capture of Lemberg. General Count 
von Bothmer, who for a long time has 
stood firmly entrenched along the up- 
per Stripa before Tarnopol, will hardly 
be able longer to withstand the squeez- 
ing process by General Letchitzky on 
the south and by General Sakharoff on 
the north of his position, in the view 
of the military observers, who regard 
as inevitable a falling back along the 
whole Tarnopol front. 

General Count von Bothmer etill has 
two railways over which he can make 
good his retreat, but one of these is 
seriously threatened by General Sak- 
haroff’s push southwest from Zlochoff, 
which lies to the south of Brody and 
45 miles east of Lemberg. General 
Letchitaky’s advance appears to ‘have 
been as unexpected as it is impetuous 
and irresistible. The capture of over 
7,000 prisonera, of whom nearly half 
are Germans, is pointed out by the 
military observers as an indication of 
the disorganization of the Austro-Ger- 
mans, 


MORE PROGRESS 
FOR RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, August 9.—(Via Tondon.) 
Announcement was made today by the 
war office that the Russians have oc- 
cupied Tysmienitsal, in Galicia, on the 
River Vorone. 

On August 7 General Letchitzky’s 
army took 7,400 prisoners, including 
8,500 Germans, and 63 machine guns. 

The statement reads: 

“In the region east of Svintuchy our 
troops launched an attack and cap- 
tured a portion of the enemy's trenches, 
taking 13 officers and 600 men pris- 
oners, 

“On the River Koropiec the enemy 
was driven out of his fortified pwusition 
and our troops captured the left bank 
of the river up to.the point of its 
juncture with the Dniester. 

‘South of the Dniester the troops of 
General Letchitzky continued to pur- 
sue the enemy and drove them out of 
a series of villages and heights, which 
they had occupied, and reached the 
River Tlumach, a tributary of the 
Dniester. At 6 o’clock in the evening 
of the Sth our troops occupied the 
town of Tysmienitsa and a ridge of 
heights northeast as far as the right 
bank of the Dniester, and the right 
bank of the River Vorone to south of 
the Tysmienitsa as far as Stokovobeia, 

“On these battles the troops of Gen- 
eral Letchitsky took up to the 7th of 
August 88 officers and 7,400 men pris- 
oner. Among the prisoners were 3,500 
Germans, 2,000 of whom were mention- 
ed in the communication of August 8. 
They also captured five guns, includ- 
ing three of heavy caliber, 63 machine 
guns, a number of limbers and some 
bomb mortars.” 

Tonight's statement reads: “Having 
crossed to the right bank of the 
Koropice river, we repulsed the enemy 
and seized a series of heights in the 
region west of Velesnioup and south- 
ward as far as the bridge over the 
Dneister on the Niznioff-Monaster- 
seyska railroad. 

“In retiring the enemy damaged the 
bridge. . Here the enemy launched two 
counter attacks, which we repulsed; 
then we assumed the offensive and 
took prisoner five officers and 414 men, 
and captured one gun and a number 
of machine guns. 

“In the region of Tysmienitra our 
advanced guards progressed westward 
in the direction of Stanislau.” 


RETREAT ADMITTED 
BY AUSTRO-GERMANS. 


Berlin, August 9.—(Via MLondon.)— 
South of the Dniester river the forces 
of the central powers have been with- 
drawn behind the Niznioff-Tysmienitsal- 
Ottvnia line. This retirement by the 
Austro-Germans was announced offi- 
cially today by the German army head- 
quarters staff. 

Continuing, the statement says 

“Front of Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg: In the northern corner of Cour- 
land we inflicted severe damage early 
this morning by our fire upon a large 
number of enemy torpedo boats, steam- 
ers and small sailing craft, thereby 
driving them away. 

“Russian attempts to cross the river 
(Dvina) east of Friederichstadt were 
frustrated. 

“Strong patrols were repelled be- 
tween Lakes Wisniew and Narocz, 

“On the Sereth and Schtschara fronts 
artillery fighting has become more ac- 
tive. essay attacks in’ the vicinity of 
Skrobova failed. 

“Strong Russian attacks on the Stok- 
hod, carried out in frequently recur- 
rent waves, flowed back under our 
artillery, infantry and machine gun- 
fire, south of the Stobychva bend in 
the Stokhod east of Kovel and north 
of Kisely. In heavy hand-to-hand 
fighting with a far superior enemy our 
troops were victorious near Kuchary 
and Porskaya-Volka. Engagements 
west of Lutsk were decided in our 
favor. 

‘In a counter attack the portions of 
a position lost east of Szelvov were 
completely reconquered by hardy Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops. Three hundred 
and fifty prisoners and several ma- 
chine guns were brought in. 

“Front of Archduke Charles Francis: 
The number of prisoners taken south 
of Zalocze has reached 12 officers and 
966 men. 

“South of the Dniester the allied 
(Teutonic) troops have been drawn 
back behind the Niznioff-Tysmlenitza- 
Ottynia line.” 


TURKS REGAIN 
LOST TOWNS. 


Constantinople, August 9.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-Turkish troops yesterday cap- 
tured from the Russians the Armenian 
towns of Bitlis and Mush, it was offi- 
cially announced today by the Turkish 
war office. 


Petrograd, August 9.—( Via London.) 
The war office announced today that 
the Armenian towns of Mush and Bit- 
lis have been given up by the Rus- 
sians, owing to the pressure of the 
Turks. Obstinate a gage = | continues in 
the regions of Mush, Bitlis, Varskon, 
Rmijsk, Senesk, Khermanghan 
Khanazan. 

The statement follows: 

“Caucasus front: West of Gleumuch- 
kane we drove the Turks out of a 
commanding height, taking five offi- 
cers, including a battalion commander, 
and 38 Askaris. We also captured 
some arms. 

‘An attempt made by the Turks to 
advance in the region of Kegi was 
brought to a standstill and our troops 
having taken the offensive drove out 
the enemy from his position and cap- 
tured the village of Khogos, to the 
south of Kegli.

RUSSIANS DRIVEN, 
AUSTRIANS CLAIM. 


Vienna, August 9.—(Via London.)— 
The Austrian war office has issued the 
following regarding operations on the 
Russian front: 

“Army of Archduke Charles Francis: 
In the region of Capuli, in Bukowina, 
the enemy was driven back northward. 
On the upper Pruth we captured the 
heights east of Warochta. Our forces 
near Ottynia have been withdrawn to 
a prepared position westward. 

“Army of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg: In Volhynia the Ruessians 
have been driven back at certain points. 
Near Kaslovka the enemy was driven 
back everywhere. 

“Owing to the enemy’s suicidal fight- 
ing methods the ground in front of our 
positions forms one great field of 
corpses.” 


OVER 9,000,000 MEN 
HELD IN PRISON CAMPS 


Secretary Mott Tells What the 
Y. M. C. A. Is Doing for 
the Prisoners. 


New York, August 9.—More_ than 
6,000,000 prisoners, double the number 
of men engaged in any previous war 
that the world has known, are now 
confined in prison camps of the bel- 
ligerent nations, according to Dr. John 
R. Mott, general secretary of the inter- 
national committee of the Young Men's 
Christian Association, who arrived here 
today on the Danish steamship Oscar 
Il. from Copenhagen. Dr. Mott has vis- 
ited the prison camps of nearly all the 
countries at war since May. 

Dr. Mott said that: of the prisoners, 
Germany has the greatest number, ap- 
proximately 1,750,000. Russia, with 
about 1,500,000 comes next, then Aus- 
tria with 1,000,000, followed in order 
by France, Italy, Great Britain and 
Turkey. Russia's prisoners, he added, 
are rapidly increasing, more than 400,- 
000 having been added to the camps 
Since the beginning of the last Russian 
drive. In six weeks, Dr. Mott added, 
230,000 passed through Kiev. 

“I found,” Dr. Mott said, ‘that reports as 
.to the treatment prisoners of war were 
receiving have been greatly exaggerat- 
ed. In all of the countries the prison- 
ers receive virtually the same food and 
care that the armies of respective coun- 
tries do. Everything possible is done 
for their comfort and their health. 

“We have forty-five American secre- 
taries working among the various 
armies, and I hope to increase this 
number shortly. The work is the gen- 
eral army Y. M. C. A. work, looking 
after the men’s mental and physical 
wants. We have been accorded all the 
co-operation and assistance we could 
reasonably expect by all the countries 
except Turkey, where, as yet, we have 
not been permitted to enter, and our 
efforts are not only well received, but 
appreciated.”

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CONSTANT ATTACKS 
ON GERMAN LINES 


Anglo-French Forces Al- 
lowing Enemy No Rest on 
Somme Front—Allied 
Lines Pushed Forward. 


Paris, August 9.—A dispatch to 
La Liberte, dated North of France, 
follows: 

“The intense bombardment going on 
on the Somme front has been diminish- 
ed slightly north of the river in order 
to permit the Franco-British troops to 
carry out a joint action, which, al- 
though not yet finished, already has 
given very satisfactory results. On 
the other hand, south of the Somme, 
batteries of all caliber continue un- 
ceasingly their methodical destruction 
of the enemy works and at the same 
time French long-range guns are hin- 
dering greatly German révictualing 
and are bombarding their rear com- 
munications. Aeroplanes meanwhile 
are successfully raiding the principal 
railroad stations and causing heavy 
damage. 

‘The latest combined offensive took 
place on a front of ten kilometers dur- 
ing which the corps cleared 
the northeast part of the Hem wood 
of the latest German contingents 
which had. succeeded in holding their 


ground there and extended its progress | 


to the east in the directipn 
Combles-Peronne railroad. At 
the same time thev captured a line 
of German trenches. The British 
troops made a virgorou'’s attack in this 
offensive against the village of Guil- 
lemont, which was defended by the 
Fifth Brandenburg regiment. The 
British were supported by French bat- 
teries and had the aid of a French 
regiment. 
Combat Was Furious. 

“The combat was furious, particu- 
larly northeast of the village near the 
road of Ginchy, where the attackers 
encountered flerce resistance. Never- 
theless, after six hours of hand-to- 
hand combats the allies succeeded in 
gaining the advantage. They made 
appreciable progress, reaching in the 
‘evening the first houses of the village, 
at the entrance to which, according to 
latest news, severe fighting is going 
on. 

“The French operating northeast of 
Hardecourt greatly aided the British 
by exercising a strong pressure on 
(Ferman contingents southwest. of 
Guillemont. Despite a desperate de- 
fense, the French succeeded in cap- 
turing the entire adversary svstem of 
organization up to the road from 
Guillemont to Maurepas. Thus, at 
night Guillemont was menaced from 
the west, northwest and south and the 
Situation there with the Germans un- 
der an intense bombardment was most 
eritical.” 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, August 9.—The Germans made 
Violent attacks last night on the posi- 
tions taken by the French north of 
Hiem wood on the Somme front, during 
the last two days. The official French 
Statement of today says these attacks 
were frustrated.

“Between the Hem wood and the 
river the Germans have bombarded 
with heavy caliber shells the new 
French positions which we were or- 
ganizing. ¢ 

“In the region of Chaulnes the artil- 
lery fighting has continued on the 
Avre with intensity, particularly be- 
tween Lihons and the Chaulnes rail- 
road. Here the Germans attacked our 
lines and at one point they penetrated 
into our advanced’ positions. An im- 
mediate counter attack with the bayo- 
net drove them out. 

“On the right bank of the River 
Meuse there was fighting part of last 
night around the Thiaumont works. 
Hiere the enemy gained a further foot- 
ing, after numerous attacks, which 
were repulsed ‘by us. We are in pos- 
session of the immediate outskirts of 
this work, which our artillery is now 
bombarding with energy. In the vil- 
lage of Fieury we have made some 
progress with hand grenades. An axk- 
tack of the enemy upon the trenches 
in the Vaux-Chapitre wood has been 
repulsed after spirited fighting. 

“A German aeropiane over Luneville 
has been forced to come to earth in 
front of our lines. French artillery 
destroyed the machine on the ground. 

“On the Somme front French avia- 
tors have delivered numerous aerial 
attacks. Six German machines, gseri- 
ously damaged, descended precipitate- 
ly within their lines. A captive balloon 
of the enemy was destroyed on the 
night of August 8-9. One of our avia- 
tors has thrown down projectiles on 
the power factory at Rottweil-on-the- 
Neckar. One hundred and fifty kilos 
(330 pounds) of explosives were 
thrown down on the factory building 
and two very extensive fires and sev- 
eral explosions were observed. This 
machine left at 8:30 p. m. and was back 
from its trip at 11:55 p. m., having 
accomplished at night a raid over a 
distance of 350 kilometres (217 miles), 
which was rendered particularly diffi- 
cult by the necessity of going over the 
Vosges mountains and the Black for- 


st. 

“Furthermore, on the night of Au- 
gust 8-9 other French aeroplanes threw 
down forty-four shells upon the rail- 
road stations at Audun-le-Roman, 


eight shells upon the railroad line at 
Terguier and the station at La Fere.”’ 

Tonight's statement reads: 

“North of the Somme we complete- 
ly reoccupied a trench north of the 
Hem. wood where the enemy had taken 
foot. We took about fifty prisoners in 
the course of this action. Our progress 
continues in the region north of the 
Hiem wood, where a spirited engage- 
ment occurred, the advantage being on 
our side. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
there was great artillery activity in 
the sectors of Thiaumont, Fleury, 
Vaux-Chapitre and Chenols. No in- 
fantry action took place. 

“The day was relatively calm on he 
rest of the front. 

“The French aeroplane which bom- 
barded the powder mill at Rottweil- 
on-the-Neckar (mentioned in the 
morning communication) was manned 
by Adjutants Baron and Emmenuelli.”

MORE PROGRESS 
FOR THE BRITISH. 


London, August 9.—A further advance 
by the British on the Somme front 
north of Pozieres was announced to- 
day by the war office. 

The official statement follows: 

“In the vicinity of Guillemonte there 
has been no change since yesterday. 
North of Pozieres we made a further 
advance by bombing along the enemy's 
trenches, capturing 25 prisoners. 

“In the Ypres salient, between Belle- 
warde lake and the. Yser canal, the 
enemy bombarded our trenches heavily 
last night, from 10 p. m. to 12 midnight, 
and discharged gas on a broad front. 
The gas had little effect. Some par- 
tial attacks were made by the enemy, 
who was not able to enter our lines.”

Berlin, August 9.—(Via London.)—At- 
tacks by the British and the rench 
north of the River Somme have been 
checked with heavy losses to the as- 
Saulting forces, the war office an- 
nounced today. Nearly 400 British were 
taken prisoner and six of their machine 
guns captured. 

The text of the statement says: | 

“The attacks by the British and 
French, reported yesterday as taking 
place north of the Somme, have now 
been broken. The British left ten of- 
ficers and 374 unwounded men as pris- 
Oners in our hands. They also lost 
six machine guns. Severe sanguinary 
108s was inflicted upon the enemy. 

“A strong British attack last night 
from the Ovillers-Bazentin-Le Petit 
line failed. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) important French 
forces carried out repeated attacks 
in the Thiaumont-Fleury sector and 
in the Chapitre and mountain woods. 
Under the most severe losses from our 
fire and our bayonet attacks at various 
piaces the enemy was compelled to 
give way. The number of prisoners to 
have fallen in our hands has increased 
to about 350 men.”

“Inasmuch as the truth of your state- 
ment with regard to the change in the 
directorship of the census has ‘been 
challenged [I think it is only fair to you 
that I should make this statement. My 
resignation as director was distinctly 
a forced resignation. At the first con- 
versation I had with Secretary Redfield 
I told him that 1 would resign, but that 
I hoped I would be permitted to re- 
main. He at once told me that the ad- 
ministration had decided that it wanted 
to make a change. I believe ‘to create 
a Vacancy’ were his words. The next 
that I heard of if was an announce- 
ment in the press that my successor 
had been named and I .t once wrote 
out my resignation.” 

Mr. Durand ts connected ‘with the Min- 
nesota School of Agriculture, 

Mr. Hughes then repeated his De- 
troit declaration with reference to the 
displacement of “an eminent ecientist” 
in the coast and geodetic survey by ‘an 
excellent stockbreeder and veterinary 
surgeon.” 

“Exception has also been taken by 
the distinguished secretary with re- 
gard to that man,” the nominee con- 
tinued. ‘Now, I am not in a position 
to state of my own knowledge the cir- 
cumstances with reference to the re- 
tirement of the eminent scientist who 
occupied that important place. But if I 
may assume tbhdt he retired voluntarily, 
my point is t so much the retirement 
of the man who went, but the character 
of the man by whom he was succeeded. 

“IT am now told that Mr. Jones, who 
succeeded him, was promoted after be- 
ing deputy commissioner of fisheries. 
But he was appointed to that place, also 
involvin the need of technical skill 
and training by this administration. 
He went there from his stock farm and 
took charge of the bureau.” 


Hughes Stands by Charge. 


Mr. Hughes went into detail as to 
the charge he had made in Detroit that 
the administration had made a “raid 
upon the civil service of the United 
States,” and concluded as follows: 

“In my Detroit speech I called at- 
tention to the manner in which the 
principle of our civil service laws had 
been disregarded and stated that in 
the. year ending about April, 1916, there 
had been removed from the operation 
of the civil service rules by special ex- 
ecutive exemption about 104. That of 
those 104, 20 were appointed without 
requesting the opinion of the civil serv- 
ice commission. That in 22 cases the 
civil service commission was asked for 
its opinion and approved, and that in 
62 cases the executive order was made 
directly in the teeth of the disapprov- 
al of the civil service commission. 

“Unfortunately in the published re- 
port of these remarks, by running two 
sentences together, that statement was 
made to refer to the coast and geodetic 
survey. I had just referred to that 
bureau in connection with the appoint- 
ment previously described. I had not 
intended that this mention should re- 
late to that bureau. And the depart- 
ment very properly objects to that con- 
struction being put upon it. That was 
wholly unintentional. 

“Rut I stand by the statement which 
I thought I made, which I now make, 
that there was in that year, ending 
about April, 1916, one hundred and four 
of these executive exemptions; that 
sixty-two of these 'were made against 
the advice of the civil service commis- 
sion, and twenty of them without re- 
questing the judgment of the commis- 
sion. My authority for that statement 
is a verv excellent review of this par- 
ticular matter by Representative Gil- 
lete, of Massachusetts.” 

“We must have higher standards than 
those of this administration. This ad- 
ministration, with loud professions of 
devotion to civil service reform has 
not ‘been true to the standards of the 
administration which I believe’ the 
American people desire to seey en- 
forced.”’. 

Immediately after his speech here,

EXECUTION OF FRYATT 


DESCRIBED AS UNDER 


British Government Requests 
Gerard to Make Formal 
Protest to Germany. 


London, August 9.—The foreign of- 
fice today made public a letter of Vis- 
count Grey, the secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, to Irwin B. Laughlin, 
charge daffairs of the American embas- 
sy, requesting that Ambassador Gerard 
in Berlin convey to the German gov- 
ernment the British government's de- 
sire to enter a most formal protest 
against the execution of Captain Fry- 
att, of the British steamer Brussels, by 
the German authorities in Belgium. 

This execution, says Viscount Grey’s 
letter, the British government “can 
only describe as the judicial murder of 
a British subject held a prisoner of 
war by the German government, under 
conditions in direct violation of the lgw 
of nations and the usages of war.” 

Viscount Grey continues’ that from 
information in possession of the gfov- 
ernment it cannot be doubted that the 
trial of Captain Fryatt was conducted 
under circumstances calculated to cast 
“the gravest obloquy” on the authori- 
ties concerned. 

Citing the circumstances of the trial 
and the refusal of facilities to Ambas- 
sador Gerard, Viscount Grey says: 

“The unseemly haste of the trial and 
execution is sufficient proof that the 
German authorities were fully con- 
scious of the anwerrantable nature of 
their action and ‘were anxious to fore- 
stall the legitimate outburst of British 
indignation while the fact that the in- 
timation of the execution was conveyed 
only verbally to Ambassador Gerard 
can only ‘be interpreted as showing the 
reluctance of the German government 
to bring their proceedings to Ambas- 
eador Gerard's knowledge in official 


form.” 

Viscount Grey concludes by asking 
Ambassador Gerard to request the Ger- 
man foreign office to provide the full 
particulars of the whole proceedings.

SECOND AUTOPS' 
NN MURDER CAS 


Body of John Wurm Is Ex- 
humed and Examination Is 
Made to Find Evidence of 
Poisoning. : 


The body of John Wurm was exhumed 
and a second autopsy’ performed .at 
the graveside in Oakland cemetery yes- 
terday, under direction of Eb T. Wil- 
liams, solicitor general. 

This was done in an effort to disclose 
evidence that John Wurm was poisoned. 
Doctors examined his stomach and liver 
and made a careful inspection of the 
bones of his skull and face to ascer- 
tain if any were fractuged by any 
heavy blow that might have caused 
death. None could be found. 

As to the ‘“‘poison" theory, the doctors 
would say nothing, as, they state, it 
will take several days for them to as- 
certain if the dead youth's stomach 
contained any poison in it. 

Will Report Soon. 

Just as soon as their chemical 
can be completed, they will make a re- 
port of their findings to Solicitor Gen- 
eral Williams and Chief of Detectives 
Newport Lanford. The autopsy was 
performed by Drs. W. L. Cousins and 
John Funke. 

Detectives urged that Wurm’s body 
be exhumed and the autopsy made be- 
cause they are of the belief that Wurm 
was drugged or poisoned before being 
thrown into the Chattahoochee river, 
where his body was found one week 
after his mysterious disappearance from 
the Atlantic Steel company’s plant last 
Sunday night, two weeks ago. 

The young timekeeper, according to 
the theory of the detectives, was drug- 
ged or poisoned shortly after he left 
his friends Sunday night of his disap- 
pearance, telling them that he was go- 
ing in seareh of a soft drink. They 
fear that probably young Wurm was 
given a soft drink, in Which a drug 
had been placed, and that he quickly 
fell asiecep. The deteetives believe that 
by this process the murderer or mur- 
derers of young Wurm made it easier 
for them to get his body to the river, 
where it was an easy matter to hide it 
from view by means of wei@hts. They 
believe further that the wires that 
bound Wurm’'s hands together, when his 
body was found, also were fastened to 
a heavy weight, the purpose of which 
was to Keep his body underneath wa- 
ter and from view. 

This weight, it is believed, broke, and 
Wurm’'s body came to the surface and 
lodged gfainst a tree at the point 
where it was found. 

Detectives “Mark Time.” 

Detective Sergeant “Bob’ Waggoner, 
assisted by Specially Detailed Sergeant 
George C. Bullard, Detectives Shaw and 
others ‘marked time” in the investiga- 
tion of the Wurm murder mystery Wed- 
nesdayv. <A few scattering reports and 
rumors were run down, but they were 
of no cons@gpence or importance to the 
case, 

“My men are running down every re- 
port or rumor,” said Chief Lanford. “I 
believe firmly in that old story about 
the pitcher going to the well, and be- 
lieve it will work both ways. Mur- 
der will out, and if we just keep on fol- 
lowing up all rumors and reports, soon- 
er or later we will strike some form 
of tangible evidence.” 

Vaster Dogan is still being held at 
police barracks, suspected of Knowing 
something of the disappearance. The 
police are holding him because of dis- 
crepancies in his stories to them about 
the time has was in and out of the rood 
shop at the Atlantic Steel company's 
plant on the night of Wurm’s disap- 
pearance.

PRINT PAPER CRISIS 
COMING IN OCTOBER 


When Contracts Come Up for 
Renewal—U. S. Trade Board 


Investigating. 


Washington, August 9.—The crisis in 
the news print paper situation, which 
already has cut down ‘newspaper 
profits enormously, will not be reach- 
ed till late October, when contracts 
come up for renewal, according to re- 
ports received from many sources by 
jthe federal trade commission. The 
| presidential election, together with 
the European war, is expected to in- 
crease an already unparalleled demand 
@r news print which manufacturers 
tell the trade commission they will 
hardly be able to meet. This year for 
the first time they have not been able 
to lay up a large reserve during the 
summer. 

The trade commission's report on its 
investigation of news print prices, it 
was announced today, will be pushed 
not later than October 1, regardless of 
whether congress still is in session. 
Probably a brief extract will be given 
out two weeks beforehand, summariz- 
ing the findings. As yet the mass of 
material has not been sufficiently di- 
gested for officials to indicate defi- 
nitely its trend. 

The great question in 
whether there has been collusion 
among the manufacturers to boost 
prices unduly is said to be whether the 
increased demand for paper has been 
entirely disproportionate to the in- 
creased production. Manufacaurers 
claim that publishers are using 20 per 
cent more paper than ever before. 
Consumption figures presented to the 
commission, however, vary widely. G. 
Kk. Steele, secretary of the Newsprint 
Manufacturers’ association, has esti- 
mated thar figures for June show “the 
largest gaily production of newsprint 
ever recorded.” Shipments, he _  de- 
clared, represented 99 per cent of this 
productién. 

None af the substitutes for pulp re- 
cently suggested is commercially feas- 
ible, according to officials of the vari- 
ous bureaus interested. 

Cotton stalks, most frequently men- 
tioned, would be prohibitively expen- 
sive to collect, they say. The same 
situation holds for corn stalks, broom 
corn, rice straw and flax. As yet the 
experiments have not passed «he lab- 
oratory stage and so far as is known 
no commercial use of the discoveries 
is contemplated anywhere.

SHALL WE HAVE FARM LOANS? 

' Georgia’s participation in the benefits of 
the federal farm loan bill recently enacted 
by congress depends upon Georgia's meet- 
ing the requirements with regard to titles 


and the processes of courts in securing the 


loans made under that bill, as laid down by 


; the federal farm loan board. 


It is inevitable that one of these require- 
will be a system which offers undis- 


and uninvolved. land titles, or, in a | 


prepared and offered by the representatives 
from Brooks and Bibb, seaks to remedy this 
omission. It has been carefully worked out 
so as to provide an adaptation of the Tor- 
rens system to present conditions in Geor- 
gia. Its enactment will cost the state.noth- 
ing; failure to pass it may mean the ulti- 
mate loss of thousands to the state itself. 

The Turner-Barfield bill presents to the 
legislature a very simple problem. It pro- 
vides for the perfection of land titles 
through the superior courts of the state, and 
the issuance of certificates of ownership 
which shall stand unquestioned, because the 
authority and the guarantee of the state are 
back of them. 

There isn’t an owner of a piece of prop- 
erty in Georgia today but would rejoice in 
the possession of one of these certificates 
assuring to him the inviolability of his real 
estate holdings; under the bill he may have 
it at his option, he may take it or leave it 
as he sees fit. There is no compulsion 
about it; the way is provided for a clear, 
unquestioned title and a relief from all 
future expense of title examination. 

It is inconceivable that there should be 
any question about the desirability of this 
bill; that there should be even momentary 
hesitation in enacting it. There is no rea- 
son why it should consume more than the 
few moments necessary for explanation and 
vote in either house. 

If Georgia goes this far now she may 
have some hope of participating under the 
new federal farm loan act; without it she 
will have none. 

There are still other things we may have 
to do, for the farm loan act empowers the 
board entrusted with its execution to make 
such rules and regulations as will thor- 
oughly secure and protect all loans made 
under it. 

It is well known that Géorgia court 
processes with regard to mortgage foreclos- 
ure are now cumbersome and long drawn 
out. We may have some revision to do in 
‘this direction; when other states begin to 
enjoy the advantages of the new federal 
law, we may find it desirable speedily to 
conform to the board's requirements. 

But we can at least do this much now 
and by passing the Turner-Barfield bill pave 
the way for the operation of the farm loan 
act in this state. If it is not done now 
there will be serious inquiry before long as 
to why it was not. 


AN AMAZING REPORT. 


In its recent editorial criticising the ac- 
tion of the house of representatives for en- 
acting a thoroughly inefficient anti-usury 
bill, The Constitution proceedtd upon the 
assumption that the members of the house 
were in a measure ignorant of what they 
were doing. It was impossible for us to 
believe that the house would, with full 
knowledge of the fact, and with a state 
wide demand for an efficient anti-usury law, 
enact a bill which would not only not ac- 
complish the purpose sought, but take away 
the chief protection borrowers now have, 
except it had been unaware of what it was 
doing! 

But in the case of the senate committee, 
which has approved house bill and 
recommended it favorably for action by the 
senate, there is no such excuse. | 

Immediately following the passage of the 
bill by the house, The Constitution called 
editorial attention to the fact that instead 
of tightening the laws against usury, it 
would have the effect of encouraging it by 
‘making it easier than under the law ag it 
now stands. This fact was further stressed 
by the publication of the letter of former 
Congressman William H. Fleming, of Au- 
gusta, showing that the house bill, instead 
of strengthening, would lessen the penalty 
for usury and place the borrower in worse 
position than If no law was passed at all. 

In’ view of the fact that the senate Sudi- 
ciary committee had this notice and infor- 
mation before it, its action in approving the 
house bill as it stands is nothing short of 
amazing! 

Demand for tighter penalties against 
usury is state-wide. Not only that, but it 
comes almost directly from the federal gov- 
ernment, which, after showing up Georgia’s 
record-breaking charges of usury to farmers 
and other classes of borrowers, amounting 
in many cases to 100 per cent and more, 
forbade further violation of the state law on 
the part of the national banks. It was nat- 
urally to be expected the state would follow 
suit and make it equally impossible for state 
banks to levy unjust tribute against the 
borrowing public. 

But instead of that, what do we find? 
The house has passed a bill, we still hope 
ignorantly, and the senate judiciary com- 
mittee has approved it in the full knowledge 
‘of its impotency, which not only failg to 
protect the average borrower, but would de- 
prive him of the little protection he has 
under the present law. In repealing the 
present provision which invalidates the len- 
der’s title in collateral security where usu- 
rious interest is charged, thig bill would 
open wide the gates and compound usury 
rather than check it. 

Since the senate committee has paid no 
heed to Georgia’s request for the enactment 
of an efficient usury law, we respectfully 
call the attention of the senate itself to a 
situation it cannot afford to pass over, for if 
it does it may expect and will hear a pro- 
test from Georgia that will sound all the 
way from Lookout Mountain to the three- 
mile limit and back again.

FULL ASSESSMENT ON CANDLER HOME. 


ASSERTS BOARD OF TAX ASSESSORS IN 


EXPLODING CHARGE BY ARMISTEAD ' — 


The charge made by Jesse W. Armistead, 
candidate for mayor, in his speech Tuesday 
night, that Asa G. Candler’s home proper 
“is returned for $22,000 on the city tax books, 
when the property is really worth $144,000,” 
was promptly exploded Wednesday by the 
board of city tax assessors, who declare that 
the figures on the books are ample to cover 
the value of the property at the time the 
assessment was made—long before the house 
was completed. 

In a signed statement, they first cite that 
if anybody is to be blamed, they are, in that 
Mr. Armistead onght to have known what 
everybody else in Atlanta knows—that all 
city assessments for taxation are not re- 
turned, but are made by the board of asses- 
sors, They declare, further, that in this in- 
stance Mr. Candler did not even know what 
his assessment was.

The city tax assessors resent the imputa- 
tion of Mr. Armistead in the following state- 
ment:

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REAL HIGHWAY COMMISSION 


BILL 


THAT MEETS ALL THE REQUIREMENTS 
WILL BE INTRODUCED BY PERSONS 


With a view to giving the State of Geor- 
Sia a state highway commission Which wil! 
meet the requirements of the federal] act for 
the state to receive its share of the national 
good roads appropriation, President G. Ugden 
Persons will today introduce in the senate, 
a8 a substitute to the house bill which has 
been declared inadequate by the authorities 
in Washington, a bill which will meet the 
requirements in every way. 

The Persons substitute proposes to create 
a commission of five members, to be com- 
posed of the chairman of the prison commis- 
sion, two members of the engineering faculty 
of the Georgia School of Technology and of 
the state university, to be chosen by the 
trustees of those institutions, and two citi- 
zens to be appointed by the governor for a 
period of fqur years. The commissioners are 
to receive no salary, but in active service 
they are to be compensated at the rate of 
$10 per diem, but their compensation shall 
not aggregate more than $400 for each com- 
missioner for any one year. 

To Appoint Chief Engineer. 

The commission is given the authoritv by 
the bill to appoint a chief engineer at “4 
Salary of not more than $300 per month, and 
as many assistant engineers as necessary so 
long as the number shall not exceed four in 
number. The bill also provides for the ap- 
pointment of a clerk and a stenographer at 
& salary not exceeding $100 per month. AI 
of these expenses are to be paid out of the 
funds coming into the hands of the commis- 
sicn, 

It is understood that a dispatch has been 
received from Washington from L. W. Page, 
director of the office of good roads in the 
federal department of agriculture, disapprov- 
ing of the Stovall highway bill which pro- 
vides for the distribution of the federal] zood 
roads money among the counties of the state 
as it is distributed by the government to the 
states—that is, one-third according to popu- 
lation, one-third according to size and one- 
third according to rural mileage. 

Under the Persons substitute the 
highway commission, through its chief en- 
gineer and assistant engineers, will make 
such maps, surveys and locations to be used 
in the construction and upkeep of public 
highways in Georgia as they may deem 
proper. The commission shall be charged 
with the duty of locating and designating a 
system of state highways, of aiding in the 


state 


supervision, maintenance and construction of 
public highways and bridges, of administer- 
ing funds for road purposes which may be 
raised by the state contributed by the 
United States government or derived from 
any other sources. The commission shal} 
also have the authority to organize, operate 
and equip in conjunction with the counties of 
the state the convict laborers for the con- 
struction and maintenance of state highways, 
of preparing maps, of making estimates and 
surveys for own use and the use of the 
and making investigations in and 
experiments with road materials for building 
and the upkeep of the public highwavs. All 
the records of the commission shall be open 
to any citizen of the state. 
System of Permanent Highways. 

The purpose of the bill is to establish a 
System of permanent highways in the state, 
in order that Georgia might_be able to sub- 
mit to the secretary of agrigulture of the 
United States projects forthe building of 
rural postroads as provided under section 6 
of the national good roads act. The bill ex- 
pressly a the national act and au- 
thorizes highway commission to 
comply terms of it, and works 
in conjunction with it. 

“Unless this is done through a commis- 
sion,” said President Persons, “which has the 
proper authority to submit projects to the 
secretary of agriculture, it is most probable, 
if not compulsory, that the secretary of agri- 
culture will withhold the distribution of any 
funds to the state of Georgia. This is due to 
the working of the national act and also to 
the construction of L. W. Page, director of 
public roads in the United States department 
of agriculture. Mr. Page has already stated 
that, in his opinion, the money cannot be 
distributed in minute sums among all the 
counties the state, since the national act 
makes no such provision, and state appro- 
priations can be made only upon the basis 
of submitted projects by the highway com, 
mission and approved by the secretary of 
agriculture.” 

Bill Will Be Passed. 

Several of the senators were heard to ex- 
press the opinion that the bill was a good 
one, and that it would pass the upper house. 
Should the bill pass the upper house, it would 
then be sent back to the house of represent- 
atives. It is not known what would be the 
attitude of the lower house toward the Per- 
sons bill, the house bill as sent to the senate 
providing fur the members of the prison com- 
mission to constitute the highway commis- 
sion, and putting in the hands of the com- 
mission practically no authority.

They stated that 
for many years the new county of Atkinson 
had been agitated, and that the people of 
that section of the state were very desirous 
that it be created. It is proposed: to make 
the new county out of portions of Clinch;

Frozen Fish Revived.

The feat of freezing live fish and reviving 
them several weeks or months later has been 
achieved by the Swiss scientist, M. Pictet. 

The scientist put twenty-eight live fish in 
a box that contained water rich in oxygen, in 
which several pieces of ice floated. The tem- 
perature of the water was then reduced slow- 
ly until it froze. 

At the end of about two months the cake 
was gradually thawed, and the fish, it is said, 
were found alive. In such an experiment, the 
scientist reports, it is essential that the water 
be gradually frozen, and that it shall have 
contained. pieces of ice for from fifteen to

PASSED BY SENATE 


|Without Dissenting Vote — Is 
Indorsed by Many Or- 


ganizations. 


The Yeomans school book bill, au- 
thorizing county and local boards of 
education to furnish school book sup- 
Plies to school children and requiring 
publishers to sell school books to pub- 
lic school authorities at the lowest 
net wholesale prices given anywhere 
in the United States ‘was passed by the 
senate yesterday by a vote of 36 to 0. 

The amendment of Senator McCrory 
providing that the bill shall not repeal 
either directly or indirectly the pres- 
ent law as to adoption of basal ele- 
imentary school books by the state 
lboard of education fer the public 
echools was unanimously adopted. 

Bill Is Indorsed. 

Senator Boykin in speaking for the 
bill stated that it had been approved 
by the state board of education, the 
legislative committee of the state 
teachers’ ssociation, the legislative 
committee of the county school super- 
intendents and by the legislative com- 
mittee of the labor unions. 

Senator D. Cc. Pickett, of the Eleventh 
district, stated that for 23 years some 
of the provisions of this bill had been 
in effect in his county and that he 
knew it was a good piece of legisla- 
tion. He said that in Michigan, Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio similar bills were in 
operation at present with wonderful 
results.

LOST IN LOWER HOUSE 


Andrews Measure Needs Ten 
Votes to Pass—-Is Needed 
by Laboring Man. 


Lacking ten votes of the constitu- 


tional majority of the total house mem- 
bership, the Andrews, of Fulton, bill, 
providing for the payment of Georgia 
working folk twice a month, failed 
yesterday morning of passage by the 
house, The total number of represent- 
atives voting was 163, avsent 26—total 
membership, 189. Of the number vot- 
ing, 85 voted for and 78 against the 
bill. The majority of the house neces- 
sary to carry the bill is 95, so the bill 
fell short by only ten votes. 

Not since the session convened last 
June has interest in a measure been 
more keen than was that manifested in 
this bill. It was thoroughly debated 
last Tuesday, and twice yesterday on 
aye and nay votes tne merits or it were 
threshed over under the three-minute 
privilege for the explanation of votes. 

On the first roll caii—on the adoption 
of the report of the committee recom- 
mending the bill—its author further 
availed himself of the opportunity: to 
more fully explain ¢/rtain provisions 
in it against which g@ ections had been 
raised. He particyirily stressed the 
facts that it Poul apply to farm- 
ers, and that a reasonab.e showing of 
disability so to ao would excuse any 
employer from compliance with its pro- 
visions—only those who “wilfully and 
knowingly refuse” to pay their iabor- 
ers semi-monthly coming within its 
scope. 

As to the allegation by some mem- 
bers that it would be unconstitutional, 
Arnold, of Clay, said:

“JOKER” IN BILL WOULD 
ALLOW SALE OF LIQUOR 


Anti-Recallers Stirred by Dis- 
covery of Clause in War- 
saw Charter. 


The anti-recall citizens from Savan- 
nah who are in Atlanta opposing the 
passage of the Savannah anti-recall 
bill were considerably wrought up yes- 
terday by the discovery of a “joker’”’ 
in the senate local bill to change the 
charter of the city of Warsaw, in 
Chatham county. 

The bill passed the senate Wednesday 
and was transmitted to the house, It 
was upon its surface an _ innocent 
enough local bill and received’ the 
slight attention that local bills usually 
receive from the general assembly. W. 
B. stubbs, of Savannah, however, dis- 
covered in the bill a clause providing 
for the city of Warsaw to issue licenses 
fur the sale of liquors, which discovery 
immediately created a stir among the 
anti-recall contingent. 

The bill was introduced ‘by Senator 
A. A. Lawrence, of the first district, 
who declared that he was unaware ol 
the clause in it. He stated that the 
bill was handed to him by Mayor W. 
W. Aimar, of Warsaw, which is in the 
kirst senatorial district, with thé re- 
quest that it be introduced. Mr, Law- 
rence said that he simply complied with 
the request, : 

This being a local bill, any provi- 
sion in it which might contravene a 
general law, as such a liquor clause 
would, would be void under the consti- 
tution, 

It is expected, however, that the cor- 
porations committee of the house, to 
which the bill was referred, will today 
amend the bill so as to strike this 
clause.

It was twenty-eight years ago today 
that Tim Keefe. twirler extraordinary 
for the New York Giants, won his nine- 
teenth consecutive game, and thus set 
up a record for the major leagues which 
has endured ever since, and is likely to 
stand for years to come. Rube Mar- 
quard equaled the Keefe record in 1912, 
and Walter Johnson and Joe Wood got 
sixteen straight the same year 

Keefe’s winning streak began on 
June 23 and ended on August 10, 1888, 
covering a period of forty-eight days, 
while Marquard, in equaling the record, 
worked much less frequently, taking 
eighty-three days to win his nineteen 
straight. The great Tim pitched as 
many as four games in a week during 
this period, and once he pitched two 
games in as many days. In most of 
the games the Giants won overwhelm- 
ingly, and in only four of the nineteen 
contests did the New York lead by a 
one-run margin. 

The nineteen atraight record of Keefe 
and Marquard has ‘been surpassed in 
the minor leagues, and the world’s rec- 
ord was hung up in 1904 by Baxter 
Sparks, of the Yazoo City, Miss., club, 
of the Delta league, who got twenty- 
one in a row. He worked in three 
double-headers, and included a no-hit 
game in his string of victories.

WEEKLY COTTON CROP _ 
~ WEATHER BULLETIN 


Washington, August 9.—Weather for cot~| 
ton was not entirely favorable during the 
week which ended yesterday. The National’ 
Weather and Crop Bulletin, issued today,’ 
reviews conditions as follows: 

“There was some improvements in the) 
condition of cotton in the northern part of 
the cotton area during the week, except in 
Oklahoma, where severe drought continues 
and the crop is deteriorating generally. 
Dry weather retarded the growth of cotton! 
in western Texas, but there was 4 general, 
improvement in the eastern part of the 
state. The crop is from good to excellent’ 
in most of Arkansas, is generally growing 
and fruiting well in Tennessee and north- 
western Mississippi, and is improving in 
North Carolina, where much needed culti- 
vation was carried out. 

“The crop improved in the Piedmont 
area in South Carolina, but it deteriorated 
in the coastal plain, where shedding has 
increased and it Is fruiting siowly. The crop 
was damaged by rust and shedding _ in, 
Florida, where some plants are dying. The 
plants are large in Georgia, put are’ poorly 
fruited, and rust and shedding are reported. 

“There was slight improvement in Ala- 
bama, and the crop ts gradually recovering: 
from the storm and wet weather in Mis- 
sissippi and in northwestern Louisiane, Ree’ 
cent rains gaused continued damage in’ 
parts of Louisiana, Mississippi and Ala- 
hama, where the crop is fruiting poorly,’ 
Boll weevil damage has tmcreased where

The cotton crop 
improved in the northern parts of the 
area and in parts of Loutsiana, Texas, 
Mississipp!, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina. Bollis are opening from Texas 
eastward to southern Georgia. Corn im- 
proved in the east and north and in 
parts of the Ohio and central Missis- 
sippi valleys, but deteriorated in most of 
Oklahoma, Missouri, Nebraska and 
Kansas. Damage by biight and rust 
increased in the spring wheat region. 
Tobacco improved except in a few lo- 
calities where rain is needed. The 
weather was favorable for peanuts, rice. 
citrus fruits, pineapples and most truck 
crops in the southern states.—Marvin. 
Synopsis of weather and crop conditions 

in Georgia for the week ending Tuesday, 
August 9, 1916: 

Some improvement took place in general 
crop conditions in many sections during the 
past week, especially where farmers had 
an opporturity to cultivate crops and kfl 
grass and weeds, but the continued cool, 
showery weather, with insufficient § sun- 
shine, has been detrimental. On a good

Additional Senatorial Districts. 


In record time the house yesterday 
morning passed a bill increasing the 
number of senatorial districts in Geor- 
gia from 44 to 49, and ordered it im- 
mediately transmitted to the senate. 

The legislation was originally intro- 
duced by Carter, of Bacon, providing 
for one new senatorial district, to be 
formed by Bacon, Wayne and Pilerce 
counties. Dorris, of Crisp, introduced 
a substitute, agreed upon by a joint 
senate-house commission, providing for 
the rearrangement of the 44 districts 
in the state and the formation of five 
more, which substitute was agreed to, 
supported, of course, by Carter and the 
friends of his bill, and which was pass- 
ed by a vote of 128 to 24. 

Under this bill every senatorial dis- 
trict in Georgia would contain only 
three -counties, ,with the exception orf 
four districts, each of which would 
contain four counties.

DEMOCRATS TO CAUCUS BREMEN IS EXPECTED. 


UN REVENUE MEASURE T0 MAKE NEW LONDON 


Proposed to Retain Present Connecticut Port Prepares for 


tamp Taxes and Add 
to Them. 


Washington, August 9.—Senate dem- 
ocrats will meet in caucus tomorrow 
night 
amendments to the house revenue Dill, 
including thé proposal to reduce the 
income tax exemption, the proposed in- 
creases in the tax on large inherit- 
ances ranging up to 10 per cent on é8- 
tates of $5,000,000, and a proposal 
agreed to tonight to continue in effect 
many of the present stamp taxes. 

The finance committee democrats 
voted approval of the stamp tax pro- 
posal after an all-day discussion, and 
added to the house ‘bill the rollowing 
Stamp taxes: 

Bonds, debentures and certificates of 
indebtedness, a tax of 5 per cent on 
vach $100 of face value; express and 
freight receipts, 1 cent each; telegraph 
and telephone messages, 1 cent for each 
message for which a charge of 15 cents 
Or more is made; custom house entries 
not exceeding $500, 50 cents each, ex- 
cecding §500, $1; insurance policies, 1 
cent on each dollar or fraction of 
amount of premium charged; foreign 
steamship tickets, if costing not to ex- 
ceed $30, $1; not exceeding $60, $3; 
more than $60, $5; all tickets costing 
$10 or less to be exempt from taxation, 
and Pullman car tickets, 2 cents each, 
= increase from 1 cent in existing 
aw. . 

The committee also decided to re- 
tain the existing tax of $5 for each 
bowling alley or billiard table, and 
amended it so that it will apply to 
clubs and private places instead of 
exclusively to public places. 

Revision of the wine tax schedule 
also was determined upon, the commit- 
tee increasing the proposed tax of 10 
cents a gallon on grape vrandy or wine 
spirits used in fortification of wines to 
55 cents a gallon. A tax of 8 cents 
a gallon upon all still wines was pro- 
posed as a substitute for house rates 
ranging from 4 cents to 25 cents a 
Sallon on wines containing from 14 to 
24 per cent alcohol. On champagnes 
and sparkling wines the committee re- 
tained the house proposal of a 3-cent 
tax on @ach half pint, but increased 
the proposed tax of 1 cent to 2% cents 
On each half pint of artificially car- 
bonated wine.

Arrival of the German 
U-Liner. 


New London, Conn., August 9.—While 
tangible developed here to- 
night to indicate that the German un- 
dersea merchantman Bremen would ar- 
rive here, as earlier reported, men who 
were connected with the arrival of the 
Deutschland at Baltimore are expected 
to pay another visit to this city tomor- 
row. 

These men, inMuding Captain F. 
Hinsch, of the German steamship Neck- 
ar, at Baltimore, were here Sunday and 
wieir presence gave rise to reports that 
the Bremen would arrive here. 

There was no confirmation tonight of 
the report that the Eastern Forwarding 
company, to which the rich cargo of the 
Deutschland was consigned, had leas- 
ed for one year part of a loca} pier to 
be used as an American terminal fora 
mail and freight-carrying submarine 
line from Germany. 

Captain Hinsch, accompanied by Paul 
Hilken, son of Henry G. Hilken, asso- 
Clated with the EKuastern Forwarding 
company, spent part of Sunday study- 
ing the harbor and its water front in 
a motor boat. Then thev departed, 
leaving no word as 4o their destina- 
tion. 

Two tugs which patrolled the har- 
bor entrance were reported to have 
been chartered ‘by men apparently ex- 
pectipg the Bremen, and persons who 
claimed to be in touch with these men 
said the submarine would arrive here 
“not tonight, but within three or four 
days,”
